ImPf OF CANDOR AND GOOD FAITH 



The Duty of Disclosure requirements of Section 1 .56(a), of Title 27 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations, are as follows: 

A duty of candor and good faith toward the Patent and Trademark Office rests on the 
inventor, on each attorney or agent who prepares or prosecutes the application, and on every 
other individual who is substantively involved in the preparation or prosecution of the application 
and who is associated with the inventor, with the assignee or with anyone to whom there is an 
obligation to assign the application.
